| and Vain Janglings, where a giddy Multitude, who b-ing carried away with finifter Aﬀecions and private [nterelts preſume to pro- 
nounce Judgment from the ſingle Conſequences of their Neſcience, and repreſent things not as ey are inaced , but as they would. 
have them; flattering themſelves onely- with the thoughts of a Congueſi, whiltt they are really Yidims: and with a Faith { not | 
ſo good as that of Devils) promiſe to remove Mountains, whilſt they themſelves arc carryed away with every wind, ſpeaking evil of 
thoſe things they know not. This thereſore { for the fakes of every fimple Soul ) is defired of 7 eremiah Tves, that he would not ſay, 
but 4o; not Diſpate but Prove; not report Lies, but ſpeak the T7uth; and Juſtihe Publickly in Print what he has only athrmed with 
a Face of Braſs ro the World In ſo doing he avoids a twofold Inconvenience, (to wit) the Interruptions of his Cogitations, and 
miirepreſentations of his Words; the which (if they be not- Arguments Cogent cnough to perſwade) I ſhall urge the ſame upon one 
more, which is the Credit of his Ca#ſe wherein he is now engaged, If heeſlays to anſwer my Requeſt, I here faithfully promiſe, not 
only for my cif, but in the Name, or in the Sted of that Deſpiſed People, that if he can make good his Aſſertions, I will really re- 
nounce the Cauſe he ſo much oppuggnes, and publickly declare him and his Abettors, in the Right : But if he cannot juſtihe his
